BIPLANE WAS WRECKED

Left The Ground Wednesday but

Came Down With a Crash

Aviator George Schmltt of Rutland Es-

caped with Scratches Conditions on

Grounds Unfavorable for Flight.

As a siecial attraction the flying ma-

chine was u failure. It went up after
smeral unsuccessful attempts, but It
came down llko a stone. On the first day
it ran Into the rope nnd posts surrounding
the drawing enclosure and tho snapping
of pieces of the fmme told the waiting
crowd plainly that there would be no
lllght that day. The second day's at-
tempt gave more promise of success, but
scarcely had the machine left the ground
when it crashed to earth a wreck. It
did not poke Its nose out of its tent yes-
terday for the .reason that It had none.
Flying machine's ar- - all right In their
place, but the Valley fair ground Is not
tho place, especially under conditions
that existed this week. The biplane met
with an accident, but It' was to avoid a
more serious accident that the young
aviator, George Schmltt of Rutland, drove
It Into the earth. Thousands of persons
wero disappointed, but no more so than
the fair management or Mr. Schmltt. who
did the best he could.

. Mr. Schmltt. who Is a Rutland high
AhiMil student is venrs old nnd who made
the first flight In a motor-drive- n machine
In Vermont, had his Curtlss biplane In
a largo tent near the grove oast of the
track. Late Tuesday afternoon It was
pushed to the south end of the oval and
pointed north. After a long wait the

power gasolele engine was started
and the machine sped away on Its three
small wheels, but as It showed no signs of
going up the power was shut off and It
was pushed back to the starting point
and a new attempt was made. This time
it made more rapid progress, but again
It showed no Indication of lifting and the
engine was stopped. It was too late to
avoid an accident, however, and the
white winged thing kept on by Its own
momentum until the rope around the
drawing enclosure was reached. The
nose pushed Itself over the rope, but the
lower plane ran smack Into a post, which
held It fast. Several of the slender arms
were snapped off and the front wires
were hopelessly twisted. Mr. Schmltt an-
nounced that ho would work all night
getting ready for the next day, and the
biplane was puMied back Into the tent.

With thousands of people crowded Into
the oval Wednesday afternoon a flight
was out of the question, but the machine
was run out nnd put In readiness as the
aviator was under contract to fly. Onlv
the top of It could be seen from the
grandstand, so dense wns the crowd
which hemmed It In on all sldps. Most
aviators wait until sundown before mak-
ing flights In order to avoid the glare of
the sun In their oves. and this was what
Mr. Schmltt Intended tn do. but the
crowd became so Impatient and burled
so many shafts of sarcasm that he de-
cided not to wait and accordingly ho
started his engine. The crowd fell back
nnd mado n pathway and the manblrd
made a dash northward, but so many
people were In the way and the danger
of killing somebody was so groat thnt
Mr. Schmltt shut off the power.

As the wind wns blowing from the
south Mr. Schmltt decided to take

of It and he turned the mnchlne
around to fly southward. The next at-
tempt wns not made until the racing was
over and most of tho peoplo had gone.
Just south of the track were wires .on
poles, carrying 20,000 volts of electricity
from tho Vernon dam and power plant.
In order to avoid the possibility of a hor-rlb- lo

death on the wires tho aviator
tilted the nose of the machlno up nt a
sharp angle, and to the surprise of nil ho
left tho ground. When up about 25 feet
tho wind turned the biplane In tho direc-
tion of tho grandstand and nt the same
time rocked It violently. Mr. Schmlttsaw that ho could not rise high enough
to clear tho grandstand, where several
